But ,. could you have them in Commendum , they would be as good as a

cover 2 moiety of them. Do not the ſame Nation wear SpeQtacles too, when 
they ſee better without them, to keep off the Malignity of Venemous ob- 
jeas?: And ſhall a Door be,aſhamed to wear Claſps to his hearing, to keep 
off the ſound of bitrer Truths, which otherwiſe would give hum the head» 
elne---** >" | 

We reade among the Mythologiſts, that when the Gods did puniſh the fol- 
ly of Midas, they expoſed him with a pair of Aſſes Ears, to make him ridi- 
culaus. Why the Argument holds in converſion, that as long Ears are a ble- 
mitſh, ſo ſhort Ears are a beauty ; and, if ſo, the ſhorter the prettier. 

- © Befides, this remark of the Law was neceſfary, to diſtinguiſh y ou in com- 
mon diſcourſe, your Name being an equivocal word ; and therefore a Man 
may be banter'd half an hour together with a Jargon of Oates before he 
knows what it means ; but then if one explains himſelf, by adding, I in- 
tend that Oates that had Ears, we know the Tree by the Fruit, without far- 
ther note, or comment.
